Gkrsbach becomes U.S. citizen 
in emotional ceremony 


Gloria Giersbach of Sierra Madre has been born 
again. She was born the first time in Canada and be¬ 
came an American Citizen Apr. 28 at Los Angeles 
Center, among the 2780 other candidates for U.S. 
citizenship from 89 countries. 

“Now I’m complete,” Giersbach said, simply, 
recently. 

She added, “It (the naturalization ceremony) 
was a most impressive ceremony. It would have 
brought tears to proud Americans to see the length 
at which the Immigration and Naturalization Service 
goes to swear in candidates for American citizenship.” 

The candidates went through a brief history of 
the Statue of Liberty and were encouraged to vote, to 
run for offices such as school board and City Coun¬ 
cil, and certainly to support candidates. 

“We were told that in 1986 only 36 percent voted 
American citizen? 

“It never occurred to me. I was raising my fam¬ 
ily, became very involved in the childrens’ activities 
and in the community, always encouraging my family 
to vote in local elections. Then I met Mary Myers 
while volunteering in the Pasadena School District. 
She was a retired Los Angeles Unified School District 
teacher of citizenship. After a brief conversation 
with her, I had my papers filed and it was so easy for 


while 100 million Americans did not. We were reminded 
of our jury duty participation and urged to travel the 
United States and enjoy its diverse beauty,” Giers¬ 
bach explained. 

She explained that she .sailed into the Port of Los 
Angeles aboard P & O Orient Line SS Acacia, May 
4, 1962. Four days later she started a job with Collier 
Carbon and Chemical, a wholly owned subsidiary of 
Union Oil. 

Soon she met “a tall, handsome young engineer 
named Bob, recently transplanted from Clintonville, 
Wisconsin. I sailed with my mother with the inten¬ 
tions of staying for a year and resided in San Pedro 
in the home of a family friend while he and his wife 
took a one-year sabbatical to Europe. The rest is his¬ 
tory,” Giersbach explained. 

Why did she wait 30 years before becoming an 
me to take the time to apply for citizenship. Best of 
all I’m registered to vote on June 2 and 1 hope every¬ 
one else is, also, and ready to participate in the process 
which is sadly taken for granted - democracy.” 

Judge Terry R. Hatter, U.S. District Court, Cen¬ 
tral District of California, Swore in the 2780 new 
citizens. The largest groups to be sworn in were Viet¬ 
namese, 330; 327 from the Philippines; 277 from 
Mexico; and 202 Chinese.

Businesses go 
through location 
change in S M 

There are some changes going on in downtown 
Sierra Madre - musical locations - so to speak. 

The Arrangers moved from 64 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd. to 24 W. Sierra Madre Blvd., just west of The 
Spinning Wheel. The place which they left is being 
remodeled with planters in the rear and automatic 
sprinklers, according to owner Nina Neale. That loca¬ 
tion is not completed yet so it is still not rented. 

Abacus is moving June 15 to 14 W. Sierra Madre 
Blvd. from the earlier location, 20 N. Baldwin. 

Neale said that both 20 and 22 N. Baldwin will 
be razed so that two new two-story buildings will be 
constructed for retail below and offices on the second 
floor. Neale explained that Manuel de la Torre will 
be the contractor and Gary Wesser the designer of all 
of her construction. 

“The starting date is uncertain at this time; how¬ 
ever, construction will take six months,” Neale said. 

Jeff Trusedell, owner of Art in Glass in Sierra 
Madre, said he had sold his glass business in Renaissance 
Plaza and was opening an arcade and continuing 
with The Card Mint at 38 W. Sierra Madre. 

The News was unable to reach Eva Lee, owner 
of Renaissance Plaza, to inquire of other changes 
within that area. 

Simple Pleasures moved out nearly a month ago 
and that area, plus the Card Mint area and the suite 
vacated by George Liskow several months ago, are 
open for rental.

School daze

In a few weeks schools all over the nation 
win be dismissed and for the high school graduate, 
things will never be the same again. 

If I may offer some unsolicited advice, it 
is this...do not delay, get with it and go for it; 
time is fleeting. J say this from experience. Next 
month it will be 23 years since my senior class 
of 1919 held its 50th year anniversary. Where 
has all the time gone? Father Time no longer 
travels by horse and buggy...he rides the jet.stream. 

It is futile to compare school life in a small 
village at the turn of the century, with modern 
schools, particularly those in a large city. They 
were, and are, two different worlds. We had no 
gangs, drugs or racial problems, but what we did 
have was a liberal dose of discipline. For instance, 
the school had jurisdiction over the entire time 
when the student left home and returned in late 
afternoon. Girls seldom got into trouble, but 
boys who got into fist Fights on or off the school 
grounds could expect a stern warning from the 
superintendent. It was also against the rules to 
step on the grass, a silly rule perhaps, but it was 
a part of our discipline, and discipline was a part 
of our training. 

Of course, there are always a few who wish 
to bend the rules, and I remember one hilarious 
event when 1 was in the fifth or sixth grade. A 
few teenaged girls in high school decided they 
didn’t like one of the teachers and planned a 
walkout in protest. They were led by a red-headed 
girl by the name of Florence Logan, who had 
an abundance of zing and enjoyed kicking up a 
little dust now and then. 

I had an older brother in the same class, so 
our family got first-hand details. News of the 
projected walkout leaked, and on the morning 
it was to take place, in walked a group of women, 
who just happened to be the mothers of the 
would-be rebels. They took their seats on chairs 
along the wail, chairs that were always there for 
a parent who felt like dropping in. The ladies 


spoke pleasantly to the teacher but not a word 
to their offspring. The walkout went ph-t-t-t, and 
the mothers departed. Their mere presence was 
enough to handle the situation quite nicely, and 
that was that. 

Another incident took place when I was in 
my freshman year, a far different state of affairs. 
The school did not own a football, but a boy by 
the name of Bob Poeter did, and he started bring¬ 
ing it to school so we could kick it around during 
noon recess. 

Next to the playground was a tall, gaunt 
two-story house occupied by an irascible old 
Irishman by the name of Tommy Taylor. He 
hated kids, especially so when the ball bounced 
over the picket fence into his yard. Someone al¬ 
ways could leap the fence and retrieve it before 
Mr. Taylor could get out the back door. But 
one sunny noon, our luck ran out. The ball 
bounced over the fence and rolled to the back 
of the yard. Mr. Taylor came hobbling from 
the outhouse, holding up his pants with one hand 
while in the other was a huge jackknife. He let 
go the pants, grabbed the football and with one 
slash, split it from end to end, then threw the 
flattened pigskin back over the fence. I can still 
see him...pants around his ankles, shirttail drooped 
over his longjohns while his toothless mouth 
hurled sulphurous imprecations. He put on 
quite a show, but he ruined the only football we 
had. 

For a rough-tough river town, a “hick” 
town in the eyes of some, Keithsburg turned out 
a remarkable number of extraordinary graduates. 

One of the early products of the high school 
was Ben Olcott, who went on to become gov¬ 
ernor of Oregon. And there was Tom Marshall, 
a native son, who became champion wing-shot 
of the world, a big game hunter and traveler of 
the seven seas. He came home to build and solely 
own our telephone system and lined his office

Carrot Top revisited...

This is a cohtinuation of the series on gov¬ 
ernment in Sierra Madre, and the history of the 
Sierra Madre News. 

A cooperative rfursery school is operated 
by the Sierra Madre Community Nursery School. 
At the present time it has an annual attendance 
of between 80 to 100 daily. 

The mayor presents a list of eligible citizens 
to serve on the Planning Commission. From his 
list the council approves seven and these citizens 
serve at the pleasure of the mayor and council 
for a four-year term, expiring on June 30 of the 
given year. Term of office is staged so that no 
more than two terms expire in any year. No 
compensation is given this board. Meetings of 
this board are set by ordinance and it being the 
third Thursday of each month. Meetings are 
held in council chambers, City Hall, 7:30 p.m. 

A member of the City Council, appointed 
by the mayor and approved by the council, is an 
ex-officio member of the board. The City En¬ 
gineer and City Attorney serve in an advisory 
capacity. 

Now, it is time to get back to the Sierra 
Madre News. As I told you before, the news¬ 
paper was now doing considerable amount of 
job printing. Sometime during the year 1935 


they found it necessary, due to increased busi¬ 
ness, to make a move to a new and larger loca¬ 
tion. They rented the building at 9 Kersting 
Court. The building was split between 9 and 11. 
The larger half, No. 9, was rented to the news¬ 
paper. 

Shortly after this move the opportunity 
arose wherein they could buy a hot type setting 
machine. Needing it desperately, they bought 
their first machine, an Intertype No. 8. Three 
years later they purchased their second machine, 
a No. 14 Intertype. Its purpose was to set head¬ 
ings, advertising and large print in their job de¬ 
partment. Both machines were multi-magazine 
machines. One of them had an electric melting 
pot and the other was gas. 

It was somewhere about this time in history 
when the Sierra Madre News began to be called 
“The Squeak” and it was a name that stuck with 
the newspaper until the early 1970s as the older 
generation of people were fading away and the 
new faces were gradually taking over the reins of 
the city. 1 remember the first time the newspaper 
was called “The Squeak.” I had to ask as to 
what the party was referring to and was told that 
it was a name given the newspaper years ago. 
Some folks thought that I would be angry at the 
expression, but truthfully, folks, I thought it 
was an endearing expression.

Okay, fun’s over, back to reality. My wife 
and I spent two and a half weeks in Utah. Nice...

It didn’t match up. So we clanged and pinged 
down the highway a few miles to where I spotted 
an old wrecking yard. I pulled in and walked up 
to a large garage-style building. Three men were 
seated on crates...they were right out of a Stein¬ 
beck novel. They had a three- or four-day growth 


of face hair, were lean but strong-looking, and 
really rough on the edges. But they had the gen¬ 
tle talk of “at peace” people. The tall one weighed 
my problem and found he didn’t have an ounce 
of solution. He did, however, have a brother- 
in-law who did welding out of his home. After 
spending five minutes finding his number he 
called and cajoled an obviously busy man into 
agreeing with my problem after getting a rush 
job out of the way. My gentle friend then spit 
on his finger and drew a map of sorts on the dust 
of the garage floor. While tracing the route to 
his brother-in-law’s, a pet hen turkey kept peck¬ 
ing at one of my gold rings. 

The directions were good, and after waiting 
for an hour for the man to finish the rush job, 
he tackled our problem. He worked through the 
lunch hour and finally was able to re-attach 
the blade, maintaining a l/16th inch clearance 
from the alternator housing.

The procedures form lists everything that 
is needed by the DRC to review an application 
to change any aesthetic element of an exterior 
facade in the downtown area. If all of the in¬ 
formation needed by the DRC is submitted to 
the Planning Department by an applicant at one 
time, it is forwarded to DRC and the review ap¬ 
proval process should not take longer than one 
week. The Design Review Council is eager to 
assist anyone making facade changes that will 
need Design Review approval to meet with us 
to discuss ideas, concerns, advice and suggestions 
you may have. 

All permitting, code issues and enforcement 
action (specifically stop orders on jobs) are ini¬ 
tiated from the city of Sierra Madre Planning 
Department. Design Review Council may be¬ 
come involved and ask for assistance from the 
city when a portion of a facade is being altered 
without Design Review approval, or changes are 
being made that are contrary to what was original¬ 
ly submitted and approved by DRC. 

Design Review Council may make recom¬ 
mendations to an applicant for changes in colors, 
materials, architectural details, etc., on a sub¬ 


mittal if it feels that the proposed elements will 
not enhance the existing structure as well as its 
adjacent storefronts. DRC considers any changes 
as they will interact and influence the entire 
streetscape. DRC encourages every applicant 
to express diversity and individuality in all changes 
to the downtown area. This is what makes Sierra 
Madre so unique and contributes to a varied, 
energetic atmosphere. 

Design Review Council would like to em¬ 
phasize that it understands and empathizes with 
storeowners and property owners to whom the 
Design Review process is new. DRC hopes that 
everyone will become more involved and inter¬ 
act more with the Design Review Council. 

Whenever you have questions, ideas or prob¬ 
lems about our process regarding your property, 
please attend a meeting and talk to DRC mem¬ 
bers. You will find them eager to assist you with 
design ideas and suggestions. 

There is a lot of positive energy being gen¬ 
erated downtown and it is amazing how small 
improvements - even one coat of paint or a re¬ 
paired torn awning - can make such a difference 
for everyone. , 


Letters from home 


As previously noted, folks back in our natal 
rural precincts sometimes seem to do the common 
tasks in uncommon fashion. 

In this instance my report is authenticated 
by the state’s big daily newspaper which immod¬ 
estly boasts that it is “the paper the whole state 
depends on.” 

Anyhow, in 1973, the county supervisor, be¬ 
ing somewhat ashamed of the old courthouse 
basement jail (or feeling that their accommoda¬ 
tions were not fitting for the quality of their pris¬ 
oners) built a new first-class jail off campus. 

At the time, some said the old slammer was 
not secure enough. Howevo", the only incarcerated 
“do-it-yourself craftsman bent of rennovating 
the door, quit after one and a half bars. 

Though the courthouse is majestic and his¬ 
toric, the jail was superfluous, and the old pokey 
was filled with empty paint cans, old telephone 
books, and ancient documents - until 1986, when 
the rusty machinery of government was lubri¬ 


cated by acquisition of a large computer system - 
so large that it dispossessed the assessor and clerk 
from their offices. Two results: Henceforth any 
errors could be blamed on computer failure, and 
more importantly, out went the paint cans and 
in went the assessor’s staff. Next year, the clerk 
and staff went to jail. 

How long the incarceration? 

Maybe for the rest of their political lives - 
unless they retire because of illness - where voters 
get sick of them. 

The “inmates” don’t seem to mind. New 
lights brighten the dark basement. They joke 
about the peek-a-boo metal walls and large pad¬ 
locks still present. They even manage a smile on 
hearing the frequent, “They finally got the of¬ 
ficials where they belong.” 

The county clerk is in charge of “lock up” 
at day’s end. 

She says, “If the walls seem to be closing 
in, there is always the yard.”

In Marlowe’s I6th 
century “Dr. Faustus” 
the desire is for knowledge 
and omniscience. In Ver¬ 
di’s 19th century opera, 
the desire is rejuvenation 
and sex. In Benet’s “The 
Devil and Daniel Webster” 
the hero succumbs to a 
desire for material wealth, 
and Webster is offered 
the presidency of the United 
States in exchange for his 
soul. Webster resists, and, 
although he ran for presi¬ 
dent three times, never did 
achieve it. 

Back in the late 40s, 
Douglass Wallop wrote a 
novel called “The Year 
the Yankees Lost the Pen¬ 
nant” (the Yankees were 


on a roll for several year* 
about then) which Geoiie 
Abbott made into a musi¬ 
cal, “Damn Yankees,” 
music by Richard Adler, 
lyrics by Jerry Ross.

Local doctors 
develop new hand 
surgery method

Ruiz expands Howard’s service 


It’s in the same location; 
it still has to do with cars; 
its name continues as 
Howard’s; however, it’s a 
shop at 333 N. First Ave. 
in Arcadia which no long¬ 
er deals in batteries and 
tires only. 

Howard’s Automotive 
Service Center is a com¬ 
plete auto repair shop for 
both foreign and domes¬ 
tic makes, which can do 
everything from repairing 
a flat and balancing wheels 
to overhauling motors and 
fixing air conditioners, 
reports Bob Ruiz, who in 
1986 bought the battery 
business, which located 
at the present site in the 
late 1950s. 

Ruiz has expanded the 
business into an authorized 
auto repair shop by hiring 
professional technicians, 
who, coincidentally, grad¬ 
uated from local high 
schools. Marc Ito, a grad¬ 
uate of Alhambra High, 

Dave McCabe from Arca¬ 
dia High and Chuck Nance 


from Temple City are cer¬ 
tified mechanics who of¬ 
fer one-stop service for 
their customers. 

Other employees include 
Rene Garcia, a Monrovia 
High graduate, who is a 
mechanics helper, and vol¬ 
unteer Earl Schneider, a 
retired building contractor 
and neighbor of Ruiz, 
who helps at the garage. 

Ruiz, who was bom and 
raised in Los Angeles, 
attended Mark Keppel 
High and PCC. Since his 
father was in the battery 
manufacturing business, 
he feels like he has been 
around repair shops “all 
his life.” 

Ruiz and his brother 
operated a battery distri¬ 
bution business in Pasa¬ 
dena until 1984, when he 
began working with a friend 
who owned an auto repair 
shop. 

In 1990, after purchas¬ 
ing Howard’s, Ruiz demol¬ 
ished a house at the back 
of the First Ave. property 


and expanded the facility, 
adding two hoist stalls. 

Ruiz’s community in¬ 
volvement includes serv¬ 
ing as past president of 
the Arcadia Welfare and 
Thrift Shop and member 
of the Arcadia Rotary 
Sunrise Club. He also is 
a member of the Automo¬ 
tive Service Association, 
Chapter 5 in the San Ga¬ 
briel Valley, an organiza¬ 
tion of independent auto¬ 
motive service, repair and 
body shops. 

He and his wife, Jan, 
are residents of Arcadia, 
where they have raised 
their two children: Sheri, 
a student at San Diego 
^ State; and Bobby, 12-years- 
old, who is soon to enter 
Foothills Junior High 
School. 

Ruiz says that the big¬ 
gest compliment he has re¬ 
ceived as a businessman, 
was when a customer said, 
“If everybody in Arcadia 
knew about you, then 
everybody would come 
to your shop.”

Two Arcadia orthopedic 
surgeons have developed 
a new procedure which 
reduces the recovery time 
and scarring associated 
with surgery to relieve se¬ 
vere hand and wrist pain 
caused by carpal tunnel 
syndrome. 

Brent Miller, MD, and 
his partner Charles Res¬ 
nick, MD, orthopedists 
on staff at Methodist Hos¬ 
pital in Arcadia, have in¬ 
structed more than 70 sur¬ 
geons on the procedure 
they have used on more 
than 400 patients. 

Miller and Resnick’s 
medical practice was the 
second in the nation to 
offer the so-called “closed” 
surgery for relief of car¬ 
pal tunnel syndrome, one 
of the fastest growing 
orthopedic problems in 
the United States. 

The condition occurs 
when tendons in the wrist 
swell from overuse and 
press on the median nerve 
that runs through the car¬ 
pal tunnel in the wrist to 
the fingertips. 

Commonly regarded as 
a workplace injury, the 
syndrome is particularly 
prevalent in occupations 
that entail repetitive tasks 
that force the hands to “do 
too much, too fast, too 
often,” Miller explained. 
At-risk workers include 
data entry operators, meat 
cutters, cashiers, typists, 
surgeons and construction 
workers; however, it has 
been determined that many 
hobbies can trigger the 
syndrome. 

“Gardening often causes 
it to flair up,” Miller said. 
Other activities that put 
the hands and wrists at 
risk include playing a mu¬ 
sical instrument, sculpting, 
needlepointing and knitting. 

While the pain of car¬ 
pal tunnel syndrome is dif- 


ferent for each patient. 
Miller said it’s commonly 
described as an intermit¬ 
tent burning, boring sen¬ 
sation in the hands and 
wrists. Numbness and 
tingling are other common 
symptoms. 

If measures to minimize 
the pain do not help, sur¬ 
gery is necessary to release 
the part of the ligament 
compressing the median 
nerve. 

To reach the affected 
area, surgeons once had to 
make a 3 Vi- to 4-inch in¬ 
cision from the middle of 
the palm to just past the 
wrist, with recovery of 
grip strength taking about 
six months. 

With the closed tech¬ 
nique the surgeon can reach 
the tissue with a tiny arthro¬ 
scopic device equipped 
with a viewing apparatus 
and cutting tool. The sur¬ 
geon makes only a couple 
of small incisions near the 
wrist through which he 
feeds a narrow tube that 
accommodates the scope. 
Tiiis new procedure allows 
the average worker to be 
back on the job in 19 days, 
according to Miller. 

“The palm-to-wrist in¬ 
cision was a highly visible 
reminder that the patient 
had undergone major sur¬ 
gery,” added Miller. 
“With this new technique 
the patient sees a couple 
of little nicks and says, 
‘It wasn’t really all that 
bad.’ Because they don’t 
perceive themselves as 
‘sick,’ they’re much more 
confident about their ability 
to resume their normal 
activities,” he added. 

Miller predicts the new 
procedure will alleviate 
the fears of many patients 
who’ve put off surgery. 
“Finally, they won’t have 
to suffer with the pain 
any longer.”
